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During July 1991, the follewing Soviet naval vessels were observed: 


a. The battleship Oktyaprekaya Revelyutsiya, in the roads at Kronstadt, 
recently painted and to all appearances in good condition. 


b. The battles shio Petropavloysk, alongside the central plier in Kronstadt‘s 
commercial harber, partially iy concealed by the SS Admiral Nakhimoyv. The 


fighting top (sic) and the ferward stack had been : removed, and “the after 


stack and control tower were in place. The ae was newly painted and 


- pemed tobe floating trimly. 


ie c. “The: cruiser Sverdloy was at anchor. near the Leningrad Lightehip. 
The ship seemed to be to be completely equipped, and: ae practice with 
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the ope battery was in progress. 


"we ervisers were observed in the Baltiski Zaved shipyard. fach had two 


large raked stacks with slanting teps. he ships were partially gray, and 
partially red-leaded. Their superstructures were encased in scaffolding, 
and the details could not be made owt. Frem a general impression, the ships 
are approaching completion. 


A torpedo cruiser (sic) was geen in the soubh bay ab Marta yard. Tt had 
a bridge resembling that of the destroyer Stockholm /Swedish/. The huBits-.. 
deckline was unbroken. 4 seemed to be a nawly bailt vessel. 


A.terpede cruiser of the same type as above, with its hull red-leaded, and 
almost fully completed, was at the southern suay of the chdanov yards 
aAlengside the eastern transverse quay vere tue large destroyers or 

torpede cruisers, smaller than that at the southern quay and with their 
deckiines breken by a tower as in the case of the 233%, They had two stacks 


_yvaked aft,with slanting caps, and with a leng distance between them. 


‘The guns seemed to be mounted in ths same manner as on the 2 ~34, The ships 
were generally similar to the #33. They were painted gray and carried 
no flags. 


The Komsomolets and a ship resembling the Ural were in the bay at Leningrad 


A number of gua, urd or patrol vessels, some ginilar to the formar German 
"Schnellbooten'"/i-boats/ were vbserved in the Gul of Mnland. 
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
